pages W5-487). A source was examined to see If It covered ctLrtal'n 
■spects>f^ibe ethnic group. The more aspects the source deajt with, 
the more utility the source was thought to^ve. The editor looked for 
coverage of the following aspects: 1) history and^qndltlons of the peo- 
ple In the particular European coUntry, 2) reasons' for^lgratlon, 3) the 
experiences of the group and^lridlvt duals as they underwent Immigration 
and resettlement, h) the attl tudes of other people In America toward the 
ethnic groMP, 5) any discrimination and prejudice the ethnic group faced, 
^^he a&bl rations and goals of the group, 7) the social economic, 
pb^r^tlcafl, aqd cultural conditions and processes at work among the new ^ 
Amerldafnrs'i^) the positive and negative contributions of the group, 
9) Individual contributions, TO) ethnlt^~.experlences 1n both rural and 
urbaiy areas, 11) representatives of the ethnic group In different walks 
of life worthy of emulation, 12) the question of acculturation versus 
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plural tsnig and 13) current developments toward pluralism or assimilation. 

In addition, certain overall characteristics were desired. Vtorks 
were examined for their accuracy ^nd the amount of flllopfetlsm - a large 
amount of which would be deemed undesirable. The Ideal source would be 
well supported by research and yet i^aslly read by teachers. The work 
should delve Into the lives of the Immigrants, and through their testi** 
mpny, make It oosslble for the reader to feel the things that ethnl'c 
croups have experienced. t 

At the end of every annotated entry are evaluatlpps made by various 
journals and the evaluation of the editor. The evalqatlons of other 
Journals were Interpreted Into one of four^grade levejs (++, , ~), 

Is the hiqhest evaluation apd "--"^'the lowest. A Journal review wa$ 
graded by the number negative statements made by t^ie reviewer as well 
as the amount of enthusiasm shown for the work.. The edf'tor's evaluation 
on the other hand. Is largely based on the amount of u|:i nty the work 
offers to teachers as well as how It fulfilled the other criteria listed 
by the edijtor. 

Since countless blbl^^ographles for teachers have been prepared on 
Afro- Americans, Chlca^os, Native Americans, Puerto RIcanfS, and Aslan- 
AmerlcanSt tlifesii^^bl lographles; (with the exception of mqltl-ethnlc biblio- 
graphy) deal only with tKe^hlte ethnic experience.

Takevfor^xam^Ie, the following: '"Swedes In America have been 
too methGKlIcaI^^nemotlond|l,^and withdrawn ever to have Incubated many 
noted politicians, atX^^^ Inventorsi, Intellectuals, and adventurers." 
The author, however; does sht)w ^ome positive aspects of Swedish contri- 
butions. Teachers can use this sdlirccj for understanding the manner In 
which these groups were more susceptlble^to assimilation than many other 
A somewhat p^allet work to Abramson*s work mentioned above.

toward them. The photographs and reproductions are of very good qua^lty.X 
The author^s manner in dealing with stereotypes and prejudice are some- 
times poorly done. The author sometimes overgeneral Izes and xreates 
stereotypes: e.g.. The Nisei "got better marks in school than their 
white classmates.** The index Is incomplete, but Immigration statistics^ 
since 1820 are helpful. There are separate chapters on different groups. 
The teacher would find other books more co^iprehensive and more motivating 
dealing with the historical perspective of ethnic groups.

Novak's book has been attacked because he makes WASP's the scapegoat for 
all of the problems the PIGS (Poles, Itallahs, Greeks,^ and Slavs) 
encounter. Blacks also may be offended by some of the Implications of 
Novak's comments. For example, Novak says that.,WASP's were responsible 
for legislation forcing Integration^ but the WA§P's don't have to open 
the^lr schools and neighborhoods to Blocks. It's the PIGS who have 
to/live under the WASP decisions. Thfie media, the Presidency, and 
corporate enterprises are scrutinized for their rojes In perpetuating 
el I te\ pol Ides and elite culture. These po^tterns tend to disrupt 
family ties and dissolve worthwhl le' ethnf<: values^ Novak feels that 
minorities should unite and work fdr solutions he outlines. Part of 
this work Is based on 1/50 Interviews -done In the Boston area. While 
there mky be some definite weak points. In this work, teachers will find 
It useful from the standpoint that Novak's argument about WASP^-PIG 
relationships real ly/ extends the assimilation stories ^f WIttke and ^ 
Anderson right up to the present. It's also a useful complement tq the 
material Andrew Greeley stresses In the current observations of pluralism.

Excellent selections of authors like 
Kennedy, Rose, James Fenfi^re Cooper, FredenLck Douglass^ and Or* Suess 
are brought together with the Intent to encourage the development of 
favorable attitudes toward ethnicity and pluralism. In.addltion, the 
personal experiences of Individuals of different ethnic groups arc 
told In an Interesting manner. The tre«M^nt of some groups Is some- 
times a little uneven, but the teacher can fill In some of the gaps as 
the format of this book: Is so conducive to discussion. In addition to 
ethnic experiences, selections are Included which deal with prejudice, 
promotion of Anglo Saxon culture through movie stars, equality, reasons 
for migration, attitudes toward immrgrants, mixed ethnic families, and 
some present day issues.

The historical aspect of Immigrations and causes for Immigration are 
well treated." The author has been praised for his objective historical 
viewpoint and the absence of polemic treatment or Idealization of 
Injmlgrant groups. He covers roost of the major groups except Afro- 
Americans, Native Americans, and Piiertd RIcans. He points out contri- 
butions of different groups and famous people who are members of partic- 
ular ethnic groups. While many sections of thU book are not In the 
pluralistic spirit, the author traces very clearly the history of 
problems connected with groups Inabilities or unwillingness to be 
Immediately assimilated, which resulted In aU kinds of discriminatory 
leg'islatloo and taxes. The "desired" melting pot and American main- 
stream can be traced back to Its earliest days In Wittke' s account. 
This volume also tells of the conditions of many of the_ethnlc groups 
In the I920's-and 1930's Including ethnic newspapers being published, 
social organizations, and reactions to world events, particularly those 
affecting the I r homeland. While th I s book , needs to be supplemented by 
Information covering the period between 19^0 and 1975, lt*ls valuable 
for Its Illustrations of attitudes toward ethnic groups, contributions, 
history of the melting pot Ideology, and summatlve chapters on dlfferen^t 
groups.

Teachers might wish that students get a 
brief background on I talian-^American history before^ uti I i zing locally 
produced materials. The first half of this work would provide such \ 
general information. -If the teacher wished to emphasize contributions, . 
some of the photogr£iphs\ in this bobic could bef reproduced for panel d is-* 
cussiocis and individual projects 1on individuals, of I tal ian-*American 
descent. Some of the figures ^treated at length are Fiorel lo La Ouardia, 
Arturo Toscanini , Bernard OeVoto, and Enrico Term! . However, many .of 
the names mentioned *^a re only treated in a sentence or two.

All of-this -Is done quite welt, but the reader may not fie 
able to share in the experience. The- feeling captured by Handlin's 
The Uprooted may be missing here. LopVeato distusses various conc^|its 
su^h as assimi lation, need for achievementj^ and pluralism, but he 
doesn't apply t^iese concepts th'roughout the book. Lopreato does a 
good job in breaking down some of^ the old stereotypes. This work was 
well researched.

However, 
the KLrkus reviewer felt the interest level was intermediate and hig||ier, 
whlle^the reading level was 5th-6th grade. Library Journal lists the 
grade llevel' as 6-9. Our feeling is that the level is about 6-9. With 
the renewed interest in ethnicity among v^ite groups and the adthor's 
style, grades 6-9 seems to be about right. Mangione explains why the 
Italians emigrated, particularly^ from Souther\n I taly. A positive a{^pect 
of this work is found in the feel ing and high^ spirit which Mangione 
, transmits from the Vmmi grants to the reader. He notes the prejudices 
tbward the immigrants and gives some of the immigrants' personal 
experiences in meeting discrimination and overcoming obstacles. The 
chapter describing the jobs Italians procured Is particularly informa- 
tive. : The book as a whole is Informative and .treats a very large 
number of facets which were part of the Italian American experience.

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The first cassette tape In^ th4s series deals with the exper ences of a 
Swedish American, Robert Fritz (side A> and an Italian American, Frank 
GilluccI (side B). Robert Fritz brings out many. Interesting details In 
recounting his own Immigrant experiences. His rijason for leaving Sweden 
Is one that we often do not read about In books about Immigration. Faml y 
and personal problems may have been causes of emigration which will remain 
untovered by historians. Fritz's description of the voyage draws out a 
Olcture of the human condition as Poles artd Swedes made the best of a bad 
situation. Frftz's relative ease In obtaining one Job right after another 
would be astonishing to some students. Also his continuing ablj ty to ^ 
pull up stakes and move to another state and another job seem quite jdven-- 
turesome. Another- Interesting area for discussion Is the role that Swedish 
church playerf\fn Robert's life. Whll^ he was not able to attend services 
regularly In rurgl Sweden, he taught tel I glon In America and married one of

After students have been provided with some background Inforamtlon bn 
Swedish-Americans, teachers can use this tape or another human resource to 
relate the human element of the Immigrant experience.
